One thing the 1979 
Board of Commissioners 
knew when they took office 
last January is that 
$76,000 of the annual 
budget would go toward 
unpaid 1978 bills. 

One thing they didn’t 
know is that by April, 
financial projections would 


show they may be in the 


red by as much as $400,000 
plus by year’s end. 

“At first I thought the 
commissioners didn’t 
believe me,’ said County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley 
when describing the reac- 
tion of the Board when he 
presented the ominous 


financial picture early in 
‘79, “but later I realized 
they 


just thought — it

couldn't happen to them.,”’ 
Wakeley’s report outlined 
three = projections —in- 
dicating a possible deficit 
ranging from $208,000 to 
as much as $461,000. As a 
matter of fact there was 
some speculation the coun- 
ty might run out of money 
as early as October. 

The Board, with five new 
commissioners seated (‘in 
1979, had inherited a 
budget of $1,625,022 when 
they took office, with an- 
tictpated revenues expec- 
ted to match expenses in 
that same amount: 
‘Frankly, some of us were 
inexperienced when it came 
to managing and planning 
for a budget of that pro- 
portion,’ said Jeannette 
Kitchen, one of the new

commissioners taking of- 
fice last year, ‘“‘but we lear- 
ned in a hurry.” Other 
members of the Board in- 
clude Jackie Bonkowski, 
Andie Neilson, Claude 
Halstead and John Miller, 
all new last year, along 
with Matt Bidvia and 
Larry Mattis, who acts as 
Chairman. 

What the board did to 
head off a possible finan- 
cial disaster is now a mat- 
ter of history. Diligence, 
study and careful 
managing by the Board 
over the past eight months 
has changed the status of 
the financial position of the 
county dramatically. 

Armed with the figures 
from Wakeley, the Com- 
missioners dug in and for- 


mulated a plan that con- 
verted a bad financial sit- 
uation for the county into 
one of respectability. Not 
that the county is out of 
the woods yet, but the 
deficit has been cut from 
one of gigantic to one of 
manageable proportions. 

Figures late last week 
indicate the County en- 
tered 1980 with a deficit of 
somewhere around 
$100,000, substantially 
under the lowest of the 
April projections. And that 
figure will be reduced by 
$12,000 when _ federal 
revenue sharing funds for 
the last quarter of 1979 are 
received, expected any day 
now.

STEEPER, LONGER RECESSION 
THAN PREVIOUSLY EXPECTED 


The staff of Babson's Reports looks, in fact, for the downward 
slide of “real” gross national product to extend through the second 
quarter of 1980, The recession, therefore, will very likely last a bit 
longer than we had previously anticipated. Also, the depth of the down- 
trend is currently expected to approximate 4% from the high of the 
third quarter of 1979. The scope of the recession we now foresee is not 
unrealistic since we have experienced only the early effects of the an- 
ti-inflation program started last fall, In addition, the fight has been 
made all the more difficult by the further climb in prices for petroleum 


_products. And the implications of conditions in fran and of U.S.-fran 


relations are anything bul reassuring for the petroleum picture, in ter- 
ms of beth prices and supplies. This does not augur well for the 
domestic automobile industry which has been in a beleaguered state 
for the many months, and the tightening of credit compounds its 
troubles. Extremely high borrowing costs and scarcer morlgage money 
are hurting residential building. Therefore, neither of these key indus-

Lansing—More than 
$5.8 million has been ear- 
marked for projects 
ranging from construction 
of educational buildings to 
improving waterway 
facilities for recreational 
boaters in the eastern Up- 
per Peninsula and northern 
Lower Peninsula in a 
capital outlay bill just ap- 
proved in the Senate, State 
Senator Mitch Irwin, D- 
Sault Ste. Marie, announ- 
ced today. 

“Approval of this legis- 
lation will return tax- 
payers’ dollars to our 
district in the form of jobs 
and improved public facili- 
ties which will benefit all 


citizens,’ — said {rwin, 
Chairman of the Senate 
Municipalities and Elec- 
tions Committee. “The 


types of projects funded in 
the bill will stimulate our 
economy by providing new 
employment oppuriunities, 
improving tourism and 
transportation facilities. 

“We also have set aside a 
significant portion of fun- 
ding for projects which will 
improve educational 
facilities to help meet the 
continuing need to previde 
modern, comprehensive 
programs in our schools,” 
Irwin said. ‘‘In general, the 
bill would provide funding 
for many badly needed 
projects which would help 
improve the quality of life 
in the 87th Senate 
District." 

The bill has been referred 
to the House  Ap- 
propriations Committee, 
which will begin reviewing 
the measure when the 
Legislature returns from 
Holiday recess in January.

tu retail demand, there are ne appreciable inventory problems in the 
economy. Hence, this time around, the period of economic adjustment 
is not expected to be as vicious as the last recession. Phe first two 1989 
quarters will see the business tempo on the wane, with the first. three 
months likely to bear the brunt of the losses. By the time summer rolls 
around, the exonomy shoutd stabilize and perhaps edge a bit upward. 
The final three 1980 months will make additional headway, with 
vitality somewhat more evident. But the upturn in the second half of 
1980 will not be as power-packed as the rebound from the last recession 
because inflation will be difficult to defuse. While the economic 
recession will not be unduly painful, neither will the ensuing recovery 
phase be initially vigorous. 


A GREAT MANY UNCERTAINTIES 


Make no mistake, there are problems and uncertainties which are 
capable of inflicting greater damage to the economy than may now 
seem likely. The uncertain economic climate itself and the questions 
which are sure to arise in the quadrennial national elections, including 
those concerning anti-American violence, must be watched closely. 
More-over, the course of the battle against inflation must be 
monitored, so it would be ill-advised to project a more optimistic 


outlook right now. 


SLOWER INFLATION PACE POSSIBLE 


There can be little doubt that inflation has been one of the banes of 
1979. While there seems little carly prospect of any perceptible 
remission in the inflation rate, the Babson Staff is of the opinion that 
some headway can be made against inflation in the year ahead, As the 
winter progresses, recession-muted demand can heip to damp its fires, 
and bring additional slowing in the inflationary pace further on in 1980. 
The task will not be easy and the problem will likely prove stubborn. 
From this vantage point, we feel that inflation can be wrung down toa 
rate of around 10% for the year as a whole. This would still be a higher 
level than is good for the economy, but the decline would be welcomed. 


GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT 


In current dollars, the nation’s gross national product (dollar 
value of goods and services produced) will continue to trend upward. 
But this will be mainly duc to the impact of inflation, and the rate of 
increase will not be as great as that of 1979. Real” GNP (the constant- 
dollars GNP --i.e., in terms of the 1972 dollar) is now expected to fall 
about 2% for the year as a whole versus the 1979 average. While the 
exigencies of a political year will likely bring some federal pump- 
priming moves by spring, nevertheless, as indicated earlier, we think 
“real” GNP will decline sharply in the first 1980 quarter and 
moderately in the following three months. A flat-to-uptilt pattern is 
expected in (he third quarter, with an even better showing in the final 
quarter. Any substantive recovery signs prior to midyear seem 
unlikely because of tight credit, still oncrously high levels of interest 
rates and inflation, and upward-moving fuel costs. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


We look for industrial production to trend lower through mid-1980. 
Since a good deal of the decline will be recouped over the second half of 
the year, we feel the annual rate of industrial activity will average only 
about 1% below the 1979 average. Bear in mind that auto production 


and related businesses have already been working downward for the . 


better pari of 1979, as has home building. But these two sectors should 
lead the late-1980 recovery, 


BUSINESS INVENTORIES 


One of the unusual aspects of the long period of economic rise since 
the spring of 1975 is the orderly manner in which business inventories 
have been expanded--mostly in step with the uptrend in gales. 
Disproportionate inventory positions were quickly brought back into 
line by price-markdown sales efforts, Thus, with the above-mentioned 
exception of hard-to-move gasoline guzzlers in the automobile field, 
there is no glut of inventories to liquidate. Despite the acceleration of 
inflation's pace, most inventory positions have been kept trim. This 
has been due to the agonizing experience of the last recession, the ex- 
tremely costly rates of horrowed captial over the past two years, and 
the ability to monitor inventory positions closely with the help of com- 
puters. But while the economy is not expected to be unduly disrupted 
by inventory liquidations under duress on a widespread basis, neither 
will inventory accumulation be an important factor in helping to lift 
business activity in most of 1980. 


BUSINESS CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


Business capital outlays for new plant and equipment will rise 
about 10% in current dollars owing to the effects of inflation, but+as in 
the case of the GNP--there will be a slight year-to-year slippage in con- 
stant dollars. With the ease-off in industrial activity taking the 
pressure from high-level capacity utilization, incentive to expand will 
not come until late 1980, 


LABOR FRONT TO REMAIN ACTIVE 


1979 was a busy year on the labor front, and it will be very active 
again in 1980, However, with most of the major contract expirations 
coming around midyear - i.e., in construction, communications, steel, 
aluminum, and metal containers -- the carly-year recession and the rise 
in unemployment will temper the aggressiveness of labor leaders, 


BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 


One of the pivotal industries helping to determine the course of 
1980's economic achievement will be the housing field. After peaking 
out in 1978, new housing starts slowed down in the past year, The high 
degree of inftation-hedge purchasing of both new and existing homes 
proved to be a substantial bolstering factor for 1979's economy, Never- 
theless, high barrowing costs and scarce mortgage credit restrained 
wew housing siarts compared with 1978's superiative effort. The tight- 
ness in mortgage credit and the high rates for mortgage money may 
not relent significantly before mid-1980. Hence, we forecast a steep 
slide in new housing starts in the Ist qtr. of the year, followed by a flat 
second quarter, After midyear, loosening of the mortgage credit situa- 
tion and less oppressively high mortgage money rates will facilitate 
improvement in home building; but even then new housing starts will 
do well to betier the 1'4-million mark. 

Compared to the housing field, heavy construction has fared quite 
well in 1979, and we expect this relative strength to repeat in 1980. Of 
help to this sector will be government efforts to bolster a troubled 
economy and provide employment opportunities for idled workers. 


CORPORATE PROFITS -- DIVIDENDS 


Corporate profits will dip approximately 10% below 1979 levels. 
The slow tempo of business will deter price markups large enough to 
offset cost increases. The profits pinch will ease in the second half of 
1980. And with the less favorable profits picture, we do not expect a 
wave of dividend increases like that in 1979. However, widespread 
reductions in dishursements are nat in the cards. 


WAGES AND PRICES 


As indicated earlier, we believe the business decline will have a 
tempering effect upon the aggressiveness of Jaber in 1980, and yet 
bargaining for new labor pacts will produce many wage hikes approx: 
imating the Administration's non-inflationary guideline. This is un- 
avoidable, in view of the drastic shrinkage of consumers’ buying power 
during the life of the labor contracts about to expire. 

The early-year softness in business will tend to inhibit the im- 
mediate flow-through of new wage increments in their entirety. Indeed, 
we would not be surprised te see occasional and spotty price down- 
shadings. But fuel and energy costs are still heading higher, with an 
inevitable impact on transportation and distribution costs, and on 
operating costs in gervral, Therefore, there will be price rises at the 
wholesale and retail | :vels, though not of the magnitude or pervasive: 
ness of recent years, 


EMPLOYMENT AND JOBLESSNESS 


Because the recession we now foresce should not run dangerously 
deep. 1980 should not experience massive layoffs, Instead, we are toa- 
fident that employment can hover in a peak range, constituting a very 
important source of support for consumer confidence. 

We do not expeet a frightening upsurge in unemployment. Still, a 
rise in the jobless rate is inevitable, as it will be difficult for the 
economy to absorb all of the new entries and re-entries into the labor 
force. For 1980, we expect unemployment to average around 74% of 
the available civilian jabor force, with a high point of around 8%, 


PERSONAL INCOME - CONSUMER SPENDING 


A generally stable employment picture, wage hikes, heavy transfer 
payments, and interest and dividend incomes will all figure as 
favorahle factors producing higher gross personal income in 1980. 
While the rise will not match the rate of increase established in 1979, 
our estimale is a jump of around 7%. However, take-home pay 
(disposable personat income) will manage only to edge forward. 

The sustained peak level of personal income we anticipate will 
translate inéo better-maintained consumer spending than seems

importantly, the County is 
now functioning under a 
financial system thal per- 
mits accurate up-to-date 
checks and balances 
enabling sound fiscal 
responsibility. But even 
the commissioners admit it 
was not an easy task. “And 
sometimes painful too,” 
Jeannette 
sonnel cutbacks made in 
July that’ saw seven em- 
ployees leave the county 
payroll. “But it was an 
economic necessity,’ she 
added. 

Wakeley said the 
Board's financial commit- 
tee, made up of Matt Bid- 
via, Jeannette Kitchen, 
Jackie Bonkowski and An- 
die Neilson deserve a Jot of 
credit. for the financial 
turn-around. Spending 
within the county the first 
four months of '79 had ex- 
ceeded the same period in 
1978 by 212%. The com- 
missioners discovered that 
some $148,000 which had 
been plugged into the 
budget - as anticipated 
revenues could not be 
counted «upon. A major 
item in that figure was the 
failure of. the state to pay 
Swamp ‘Tax revenue of 
$61,000. Another was a 
$68,000 insurance 
premium that had to be 
patd out. of a budget of 
$25,000. Inflation and 
over-spending were — co- 
culprits as well. The Board 
was simply trying to con- 
tend with a — budget 
Wakeley termed 
“unrealistic.” 

One of the first steps the 
Board took was to meet 
with all county department 
heads to review the coun:

A quick “‘batlout’’ was 
tried in September when 
the county took a 2-mill, 
one year only, increase to 
the voters for approval. It 
was soundly turned down 
by county, voters, but the 
defeat may have been a 
blessing th disguise. 

The commissioners were 
forced to hold tight to the 
spending throttle and 
proved in the final analysis 
that the problem could be 
resolved through tighter 
budget controls instead to 
being ‘taken off the hook” 
by county taxpayers. 

Even though the county 
is not out of the woods yet, 
the commissioners are able 
to paint a much brighter 
financial picture for the 
years ahead. They all look 
to the day when the county 
can end up under budget, 
like back in 1976 when the 
board ended up just over 
$14,000 in the black. 

But the effort wasn't 
easy. ]b was painstaking 
and at Limes painful. But it 
paid off.

Changes Proposed 


RICHARD MILLIMAN 


~Compulsory schooling should end at 
age 16, and a work-study program should 
be created for needy high school youths. 

-New apprenticeship programs for 
civilian and military work for 16 and 17- 
year-olds are needed. 

Teenagers and their employers should 
not have to pay the Social Security tax. 

These are from the digest of the report, 
as listed by Associated Press, and what 
emerges makes a good bit of sense, 

ARGUMENT CAN be made, of course, 
that high schools should educate for life, 
not for making a living, and hence the 
academic should far over-shadow the 
vocational. For some students, I would 
agree; but for others, the sooner voca- 
tional training is available, the better off 
the students will be. 

Advanced schooling, and training for 
advanced schooling, certainly should be 
available for young people so inclined; but 
in the past, many programs have tended 
to force all students into the same 
academic mold, which simply does not fit 
in too many cases. Recent trends toward 
the availability of vocational training 
should be applauded and encouraged, and 
many school districts (including many in- 
termediate districts in Michigan) are pur- 
suing just such a course. 

I DON’T KNOW about the Carnegie 
report claims about one-third of all young 
folks being so bad off...maybe it’s true. 
And I shudder at the projected cost of 
implementing the study’s recommended 
changes, set at close to $2 billion. Of 
course, as the study claims, certain social 
costs should be reduced, especially in 
such areas as lower crime and welfare 
costs. 

But in any event, the study indicates 
some original thinking about young 
people and our schools, and for that alone, 
I doff my hat.

I was truly 
made to feel a part of the 
community and now as I 
travel the world I identify 
myself proudly as being 
from Grayling, Michigan. 
That usually leads to the 
next question ‘where's 
that?’’, and I usually suf- 
fice it to say “It’s in Nor- 
thern Michigan and 
probably very cold Chere 
now". 

I am about 2 months into 
the world and so far it has 
been unique and rewar- 
ding. 

{ spent the first month 
crossing the country via 
the northern route stop- 
ping briefly in Minnesota 
and Montana visiting 
many friends along the 
way. My best friend joined 
me in Washington State 
for the last part of the con- 
tinental leg through 
Washington, Oregon on to 
San Francisco. The North- 
west maintained its 
reputation for being rainy 
but the sun did come out in 
California and so offered us 
some illuminated vistas of 
the Northern California 
coastline, Avenue of the 
Redwoods and the hills of 
San Francisco. 

In mid-November I left 
familiar friends and places 
behind and began my solo 
journey to new territory. 
My first overseas stop was 
Hawaii which — unfor- 
tunately presented a rather 
unappealing picture.
